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The  Lions  ended  their  season  winning  seven 
and  losing  two  gridiron  contests.  Opening  the  sea- 
son they  defeated  Ferrum  34-6  on  the  Lion  field. 
Wingate  fell  victim  next,  as  the  Lions  defeated  them 
27-0.  The  Lions  met  their  first  defeat  of  the  season 
as  they  traveled  to  Lees-McRae,  where  they  lost 
20-6.  Roaring  back,  the  Lions  won  their  next  three 
tilts  as  they  defeated  Gardner-Webb  21-18,  Lees- 
McRae  20-6,  and  Marion  Institute  20-7.     Gardner- 


Webb  handed  the  Lions  their  second  defeat  of  the 
season,  beating  them  20-13  on  the  Lion's  field.

The  Mars  Hill  College  Mountain  Lions,  coached  by 
Bob  Edwards,  finished  their  1956-57  basketball  season 
with  an  overall  6-10  record.  Their  record  for  conference 
play  was  5-7,  which  was  enough  to  give  them  a  tie  for 
fourth  place.  The  Lions  were  up  and  down  most  of  the 
season  and  were  better  than  their  record  indicates. 

In  the  conference  tournament  the  Lions  met  Gard- 
ner-Webb in  the  first  round  of  play  at  the  tourney  site 
of  Spruce  Pine.  The  Lions  had  been  defeated  twice 
during  the  regular  season  by  Gardner-Webb,  and  again 
this  club  downed  Mars  Hill  82-68,  to  knock  the  Lions  out 
of  the  tournament.  A  strong  North  Greenville  team,  un- 
defeated during  the  regular  season,  defeated  Brevard 
for  the  tournament  championship.  This  made  the  third 
straight  year  that  the  North  Greenville  Club  has  taken 
the  championship. 

Scoring  leader  for  the  season  was  Dave  White,  guard 
for  the  Lions;  he  finished  the  season  with  a  20-point 
average.
